balancesluring the month of July 2009.

OnJuly 27, 2009, the General Fund cash balance closed at a
negative$360.0 million (its intra-month low). This negative
balancecontinued through July 31, 2009, when the fand’
cash balance closed at a negative $209.8 milliofithe
negativebalancewas due to the didrence in the timing of
revenuesnd expenditures.

On July 1, 2009, the Injured Patients and Families
Compensatiofrundcash balance closed at a negative $75.6
million (its intra-month low). This negative balance
continued through July 31, 2009, when the fusdtash
balanceclosed at a negative $57.1 million. The negative
balancewas dueo the transfer of $200 million to the Medical
AssistanceTrust Fund pe2007 Wsconsin Act 20andthe
pendingliquidation of fundsecurities necessary tds#t this
shortfall.

On July 1, 2009, the Medical Assistan€eust Fund cash
balanceclosed at a negative $351.9 million. This negative
balancecontinued through July 31, 2009, when the fand’
cashbalance closed at a negative $208.6 million. The Medical
Assistancelrust Fund cash balance reached its intra-month
low of a negative $363.2 billion on July 28, 2009. The
